Following up Paul Ernst memo of June 5 , I talked with Ralph Harper and 
he indicates that he realized there was a problem in the past but it has 
been cleared up in Superior Court and he was found not guilty* He also 
stated that he has a registration card expiring in Januarys 1975, and he 
has no intentions of giving it up unless the Boy Scouts of America 
brings charges against him. I told Mr. Harper that I personally did not 
know what the earlier problem was, but if he would not agree to resign as 
Scoutmaster, we would have to discuss it with the Department of Corrections 
where the unit meets and with the Desert Kiwanis Club, their sponsor. He 
then told me that he wanted to be very cooperative and help clear up this 
matter. He indicated that it was his understanding with the council back 
east that he could be a registered scouter with the Boy Scouts. He 
stated that the incident arose out of a campout where he was alone with^ 
twenty scouts. One of the scouts charged that he was "involved" with him. 
Mr. Harper stated that he fought the matter in Superior Court for almost 
one year and won the case. He stated that the legal fees were slightly 
over $70,000. He states that this boy is emotionally disturbed and was 
under psychiatric treatment prior to the incident and is still under 
treatment for a problem not related to the incident. He states that he 
was completely exonerated by the Superior Court and the council records 
where it occurred indicates that he was cleared and he was told that he 
could reregister as Scoutmaster of that troop. He claims to have been 
born in the town and lived their for twenty-five years. He stated that 
only because of personal embarrassment to his wife, he moved west. 

Through a confidential source, I had him run through the Tucson City 
Police files, Pima County, and Arizona State Criminal Records Section. 
They all came back negative with no incidents relating to Mr. Harper. 
There was a note in the city file where three of his sons were picked up 
for loitering on railroad property. The officer's report indicated that 
they were camping out and the railroad complained. There were no charges 
filed and the boys were sent home.
